THE pride of the Royal Navy, HMS 
Bulwark, has spent the last five days 
moored at Greenwich. 

And for one crew member, the visit 
meant a welcome homecoming. 
Signalman Marine Calum Tacey, 22, is 
from Greenwich. He has spent the last 
five years in the Royal Navy, and the last 
two aboard its flagship, HMS Bulwark. 
His role on board is mainly dealing with 
the ship’s communications. And while 
on shore, he was hoping to spend time 
with his mother and brother. 


The ship’s visit was to support 
celebrations for the 350th anniversary of 
the Royal Marines. She is an assault vessel 
and her role is to deliver the punch of the 
Royal Marines ashore by air and by sea, 
with boats from the landing dock in the 
belly of the ship and by assault helicopter 
from the two-spot flight deck. She can 
carry 256 troops, with their vehicles and 
combat supplies, and this can be swollen 
by up to 405 troops if required. 

Locals were invited aboard at the 
weekend to meet crew members and look 
around the ship. Greenwich Sea Cadets 


along with London Area Sea Cadets 
were due be on hand to help host visitors. 
HMS Bulwark’s commanding officer, 
Captain Dean Bassett, said: “It is a great 
honour to be sailing the Fleet Flagship 
into Greenwich to provide the backdrop 
to the Royal Marines 350th Anniversary 
celebrations.” 

HMS Bulwark is due to depart today 
(Tuesday, June 3) to sail to France 
to take part in the D-Day 70 years 
commemorations. The ship is the seventh 
Royal Navy warship to bear the name in a 
history that stretches back to 1777.

SHAME on you Greenwich Council. I 
have just visited my mother’s grave in 
Greenwich cemetery. What a disgrace. 
The grass has been allowed to grow, it 
is calf length. I could not see what I was 
treading on. An elderly person, whose 
sight is not too good, could have tripped 
over and really hurt themselves. 

I know that there are parts of this 
cemetery that are left to “grow” for 
wildlife reasons, but I am talking about 
other parts of this cemetery. 

Where the grass has been cut the 
cuttings have just been left on the 
grass, these are all brown and look 
absolutely horrid. Can the gardeners 
not pick this up after themselves? Is it 
too much like hard work? 

I know that between the graves the 
gardeners have to use a strimmer, but 
again why can they not clear up the cut 
grass, instead of leaving it to die where 
it lays? 


All this grass gets all over the graves, 
staining headstones. There is only one 
part of this cemetery that is always 
looked after and kept nice - where the 
cremation grave stones are. Why is 
this? Why can’t the entire cemetery be 
kept this way? I spend a lot of money 
trying to keep my mother’s grave nice 
and it is really upsetting when the 
cemetery is not looked after.

• A spokesman for the council said: "Please 
accept our apology for the temporary fall 
in normal grass cutting service standards in 
Greenwich Cemetery. Additional resources 
are being targeted to our cemeteries to 
enable us to get back to normal as quickly as 
possible. 

Unfortunately, as a consequence of 
optimum growing conditions, the grass is 
growing particularly fast between cuts and 
its length makes cutting the entire cemetery 


more difficult than usual and it takes longer. 
This problem tends to diminish as the 
summer progresses, with slower growth and 
warmer weather. 

As acknowledged in your letter we are 
unable to use lawnmowers to cut the grass 
between the majority of the memorials, of 
which there are approximately 1 00,000 in 
the borough's cemeteries. As a consequence 
this work has to be done using rotary brush 
cutters, which throw the cut grass around. 

It is neither feasible or ecologically sound to 
collect the cut grass after cutting. However, 
we are now putting more emphasis on 
clearing off the cuttings using blowers, 
where it is particularly dense. Lawnmowers 
are used in areas where there is enough 
room between memorials, for example the 
cremation burial area you refer to. 

Signage has recently been placed on the 
respective cemetery gates advising visitors 
that we are aware of the situation and 
taking appropriate action."

A LLAN and & Ugne Midwinter bought 
a 33 per cent share in a two-bedroom 
apartment at L&Q's Discovery on the Thames 
development in Greenwich. Their monthly 
payments including mortgage, rent and 
service charge is £1 ,300 - still lower than the 
£1 ,500 they would have been charged for a 
two bed flat rented privately. 

Trained chef Allan, 31, explained: "The 
outgoings are still less than if we were 
renting an apartment on the open market. 
We save about £200 a month and we actually 
own a bit of it!" 

He continued: "We had both read articles on 
shared ownership and thought it seemed 
liked the only way we could live somewhere 
nice within our budget. 

We have been planning to have children for a 


while now and part of the preparation was to 
move to an area that we would feel happy to 
bring up our family safely.' 
Twenty-eight-year-old Ugne who works in 
HR added: "We decided on Greenwich as it's 
such a great area and we both love the park 
and the river. We found this development 
and thought it looked perfect for our needs. 
It's near Maze Hill train station, but also 
there are both North Greenwich and the DLR 
close by as well. We had to attend a financial 
interview to work out all our income and 
outgoings to check that we would be able to 
afford all the costs associated with a Shared 
Ownership. We then had to appoint solicitors 
and arrange a mortgage. It took precisely six 
weeks to get the keys and move in, which 
was really quick!"

Students win prize for turning water into energy 


F OUR students from the Royal Greenwich 
University Technical College won 
the top prize in an environmental 
competition. 

They built a model showing how rainwater 
harvested on the school roof could be used 
to generate electricity and then further 
recycled for use in the sanitary system. 

The winning Year 10 team was led 
by Muhammed Sabir, working with 
Saptarshi Nath, Tony Stonard and Andrew 
Wolckenhaar. 

The students were required to analyse 
the energy efficiency of the school, identify 
opportunities for saving, or generating 
energy, produce a report of their findings 
and construct a working model of their 
proposal. 

The UTC team presented a project and 
working model of a system to collect 


rainwater and generate electricity from a 
small hydro-generator. 

They scaled up their experimental 
findings based on the model into figures for 
the whole school, then a theoretical figure 
for the London area. 

The team had entered this year’s 
Go4SET (Go for Science, Engineering 
and Technology) Challenge, run by the 
Engineering Development Trust. They 
presented their project to a panel of Go4Set 
and Crossrail staff, and demonstrated their 
working model. 

Damian McGeary, the project’s lead 
teacher, said: “I’m proud of our students’ 
achievement. They had an ambitious and 
imaginative idea which they demonstrated 
practically. 

“They also used complex mathematical 
techniques to scale up their findings for a 



wider area. This project raised awareness 
of the twin issues of energy use and water 
conservation and our students created 
a potential solution which is viable on a 
larger scale.” 



Surveys still suggest technical subjects such as construction are 
seen as male subjects, but as the University Technical College in 
Woolwich completes its first academic year, DickTownsend- 
Smith finds that plenty of young women are relishing the 
chance to fill the technical skills gap 


T HE borough’s first University 
Technical College (UTC) is 
approaching the end of its 
first academic year - and students 
and staff alike have voted it a major 
success story. 

The college, in Woolwich Road, 
Woolwich, was officially opened by 
Prince Andrew, the Duke of York, on 
October 24 last year. 

Its brief was to give 14-18 year 
olds technical and professional 
qualifications in engineering 
and construction - and 
help to fill the growing 
skills gap for technically- 
trained workers. 

Mike Sharp, the 
principal, (pictured , 

right) said: “We are now 
near the end of our first 
year, with 49 staff and 263 
young people. 

“I am very pleased we are 
making good progress and 
moving towards becoming 
an outstanding school. 

“The students are very 
enthusiastic and positive. Both 
students and staff made a big jump to 
a new type of college when we started 
and it’s definitely going in the direction 
we want. 

“I spent 28 years working at Greenwich 
University, and this college has strong 
links with it, which means we can 
keep up with their developments in 
technology.” 

Studies show that technical subjects 
such as engineering are still perceived 
as being the preserve of the boys, but 
that’s far from the case at UTC. 

Mike added: “We encourage girls to 
come here. In Year 10 we now have 31 
girls out of 135 students. They can do 
courses like architecture, mechanical 
and electrical engineering, and project 


management, and we can let girls 
thrive here. 

“We are all about training 
students to fill where the skills’ 
gap is. We celebrate the excitement 
of engineering and construction. 

“We encourage innovation and 
enthusiasm, and we don’t put 
the lid on new ideas. The happiest 
times for me are when the students 
are succeeding and presenting their 
ideas. 

“A high point for me was when 
they presented their work to 
800 people at a Transport for 
London (TfL) convention. 
TfL are one of our sponsors, 
and they refurbished, 
delivered, installed and 
donated an underground 
carriage that the students 
work on.” 

Students say they enjoy 
life at the UTC. Andrew 
Wolckenhaar, 16,fromEltham, 
is studying construction. 

He said: “I’ve got involved 
with lots of projects here that 
I wouldn’t have been able to do 
anywhere else. The best bit is the 
experience of being able to work in the 
college with the actual machines that 
are used to produce our designs.” 

Lillian Okotako, 16, from Charlton, 
said: “I’m doing product design and I 
think this is a very good college to help 
you learn. The teachers are all very 
approachable and what we do is very 
much ‘hands on’.” 

The UTC’s success comes as new 
research shows that girls think boys 
have a much better chance of getting 
jobs in engineering, with just 43 per cent 
saying they have the same opportunities 
in the industry. 

As a result, only 3 per cent would 
consider a career in engineering. But 
at UTCs the picture is different, where 


nearly two thirds of girls believe they 
have the same job opportunities as boys 
in engineering. 

The findings are part of two surveys 
commissioned by Baker Dearing 
Educational Trust, the charity behind 
UTCs, of 14-18 year old students at 
university technical colleges and other 
mainstream schools. Surveys also 


show students at university technical 
colleges are more confident of getting a 
job when they finish their education. 

Mr Sharp said: “We are reassured to 
see students at UTCs across London 
feel confident about getting a job and 
the skills they are learning at UTCs are 
relevant. 

“From this survey we now also know 
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State-of-the- 

A T last October's opening ceremony of 
Greenwich UTC , Prince Andrew said: "It 
is clear that if we want to be a prosperous 
nation we have to look at the skills of the 
younger generation, so university technical 
colleges are very important. 

"In the 20th century young people had to 
use their hands or their brains. In the 21 st 
century we want them to use both. 

"For you students taking up this 
challenge being offered, it will give you the 
competitive advantage as the years unfold. 

"Technical education is something this 
country needs to make the difference 
between where we are now, and where we 
want to be in the future. It is really important 
to give young people the tools and the 
ability to do it." 


art facilities fulfilling Prince's ambition 


Greenwich UTC is sponsored by the council, 
the University of Greenwich, Transport for 
London (TfL) and construction services and 
development firm the Wates Group. It offers 
tuition in engineering, construction and 
design alongside core GCSEs and A- Levels. 

Students work in an environment which 
has £1 .5m worth of industry standard 
technical equipment to help them develop 
skills and techniques they need for careers. 

The sponsors have helped to develop the 
curriculum and provided industry experts to 
train and mentor the students, in addition 
to arranging visits to engineering and 
construction sites. TfL has also donated 
a former Circle line tube carriage to give 
students hands-on engineering experience 
within their own school grounds as TfL 


seeks out the next generation of engineers 
to continue the upgrade and improvement of 
London's transport network. 

To give students a further boost, the 
University of Greenwich has pledged to give 
an undergraduate place to all applicants from 
the UTC who meet their entry criteria. 

More than £10 million has been invested in 
the campus, with industry-standard facilities 
including top-of-the-range computer aided 
design workshops, specialised engineering 
project zones and a graphics and art studio. 
An on-site apprenticeship centre allows 
students to meet potential employers to 
discuss their career and job opportunities. 

After-school clubs in architecture, robotics 
and digital animation give students an insight 
into other careers open to them.

Baton bearing 
surprise for JJ

FENCER Jonathan ‘JJ’ Webb 
has been selected as a baton 
bearer in the run-up to the 
Commonwealth Games in 
July. 

JJ from New Eltham, is one of 
12 Londoners selected for the 
capital’s leg of the Queen’s baton 
relay tour, which is making its 
way around the Commonwealth 
on its journey to Glasgow for the 
games. 

The 18-year-old will run with 
the baton, carrying the Queen’s 
message for competitors at the 
Games, down a 200-metre stretch 
of the Olympic Park on Sunday 
(June 8) at a free sports festival. 

The teenager, who hopes to 
compete in the Olympic Games 
in Rio in 2016, was nominated by 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, the 
charity which supports promising 
athletes, to be the royal borough’s 
representative. 

JJ said: “It was a big surprise. I 
didn’t really know anything about 
it until I got an email saying I 


had been nominated. I was very 
surprised and quite honoured 
that Starting Blocks put my 
name forward to represent the 
borough.” 

The fencer, who started aged 
11, has risen through the junior 
ranks to become the UK U20s 
sabre champion. 

He has an idea of what to expect 
as a baton bearer, having watched 
the Olympic torch relay go 
through Hyde Park on its way to 
the London Olympics in 2012. 

He said: “There was a great 
atmosphere. I remember the unity 
of everyone being pretty intense 
and surreal. Hopefully the same 
sort of crowd will be around when 
I’m running with the baton.” 

JJ says he intends to complete his 
200-metre leg “pretty slowly” to 
make the most of the experience. 

“I hope there will be a big 
crowd,” he added. “My family will 
be there with big smiles on their 
faces and hopefully some friends 
from school.” 

After finishing his A-level exams 
the following week, he will then 
concentrate on training, with the 


junior Commonwealth Games on 
the horizon, in Cape Town, South 
Africa, in 2015. 

Ultimately, he wants to compete 
at the Olympic Games in Rio, then 
go on to the 2020 Games in Tokyo 
where, he says, he has set his 
sights on winning gold. 

Sunday’s free celebration at 
the Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park will be the biggest mass 
participation sports event to have 
taken place on the park. 

People will have the chance to 
try sports ranging from football 
and frisbee to fitness boot camps, 
dance workshops and cricket. 
It will also feature wheelchair 
basketball, fun and games for all 
the family and for all ages. 

The baton relay will be the focal 
point of the event, as it travels to 
Glasgow for the Commonwealth 
Games which run from late July 
until early August.
